In a brief conversation with reporters 
after his meeting with the congressional 
leaders, the President said: ’’We’ll have to 
watt for the outcome’’ of the conference 
committee that ultimately will determine 
the shape of the legislation. 
The Senate scheduled more work today on 
natural gas pricing after voting down a new 
attempt Monday to bring up Carter's 
proposal for continuing controls on gas.

Sikeston faces serious 
shortage of rental units 


Sikeston has an extreme shortage of 
residential rental units, a problem that is 
going to get much worse as construction 
begins on the city’s new 285-megawatt 
power plant, Realtor Charles Mitchell told 
the Sikeston Area Chamber of Commerce 
today during a noon luncheon at the Holiday 
Inn. 
Mitchell said he does not foresee any 
improvement in the situation. 
“We’ve been under a scarcity of rental 
property for 10 years," he said. 
The construction people in Sikeston are 
working at top production, ho said, adding 
that the only way for things to improve will 
be for a “terrific” change in construction 
methods. 
Mitchell predicted that there will be an 
Increase In the number of mobile homes and 
conversions of single-family homes to 
sleeping rooms, apartments, and lofts. 
In addition to the shortage in rental units, 


there is a shortage of lower-priced lots on 
which people can build lower-priced homes, 
he added. 
He pointed out that in March 1978, about 
50 new construction people are expected in 
town to work on the power plant; in March 
1979, about 200; and in March 1980 about 375. 
A retail sales training class will begin 
Oct. 10, sponsored by the Adult Education 
Center of the Sikeston Public Schools and 
the Retail Committee of the chamber, 
according to Doyle Brown Jr., supervisor of 
adult education. 
Brown said the class would cover sales, 
shoplifting, salesmanship, standards of 
performance and such areas as use of cash 
registers and office machines, and handling 
layaway and other accounts.

: Teen-age unemployment is one problem tbat may 
Solve itself. At least, it promises to be less severe witbtbe 
passage of time. 


; AH the Americans wno wui oe teenagers through tbe 
remainder of tbis decade and the next have already been 
born, so we know by simple arithmetic almost exactly 
how many there will be in any given age group in any 
given year. And in each group, the numbers will fall. 
• U.S. Census Bureau projections for the 16 to 19 age 
bracket, for example, would describe a symmetrical 
mountain if plotted on a graph: 


Ten years ago there were 14.2 million in this age group, 
five years ago 15.9 million and today 17 million. But in 
the next five years the number will fall to 15.8 million and 
in.10 years be back down to 14.4 million. 


According to the U.S. Labor Department, this critical 
age group accounted for 23 per cent of the 6.7 million 
Americans reported to be unemployed in July. 
No one can say what the economic situation will be five 
or 10 years from now, but it is possible that the problem 
then will not be teen-age unemployment but a surplus of 
Jobs looking for teen-agers. 


: All is not entirely rosy, however. For one thing, all the 
projected decline in the teen-age population will take 
place among whites. The number of nonwhite teenagers 
of working age is 2.6 million today and 10 years from now 
it will still be 2.6 million. It is among nonwhite teen-agers 
that unemployment is most severe. 


Also, an optimistic outlook for the teen-ager of 1967 is 
no help to the unskilled, untrained, unemployed and often 
unemployable teen-ager of 1977. 


He and his millions of cohorts will continue to move 
down the years like a large lump in the nation’s 
population profile. 


Or more vividly, like a large question mark regarding 
this country’s capability of providing fruitful work for all 
its citizens.

THE RETURN OF 
FARMER SAM 
Four years ago, in the midst of a booming wheat 
market, the federal government did something it should 
have done years earlier. It stopped paying farmers for 
holding land out of production and encouraged them, 
instead, to plant as much as they could sell. 


•Now, with wheat prices falling and surpluses lyiiiding 
up, Congress and the Carter administration are rushing 
back into the farm subsidy business rather than letting 
farmers work out their own problems without help or 
hindrance from Uncle Sam. 


! Congress is about to pass an expensive farm bill, for 
ekample, that will guarantee wheat growers $2.90 a 
blishel, even though the current market price is around 
$2.25. The taxpayers would make up the difference. 


Meanwhile, the Agriculture Department announced 
the other day that no wheat farmer will qualify for the 
subsidy unless he agrees to reduce his wheat acreage by 
20 per cent next year. A 10 par cent reduction may be 
imposed on corn and other feed grains. 


This may be good news in the Farm Belt, where three 
ybars of bumper crops and declining prices have hurt 
some farmers financially. But it’s bad news for con- 
sombers, who’ll end up paying more for food at the 
neighborhood grocery. 


Almost without fail, cutting production raises prices. If 
the cuts are too deep — and the weather turns sour—we 
could soon be facing a worldwide grain shortage and 
soaring prices again. 


-Both the Treasury Department and the President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers are afraid the grow-less 
program may be inflationary. And their fears are well 
founded. 


•For there simply is no reliable way a group of experts 
iq Washington can decide how much a farmer should 
grow, and how much he should be paid, without 
disrupting the normal balances that tend to keep prices 
iq check. 


One administration proposal that does seem to mah» 
sense is a plan to have the government buy up 30 million 
tons of surplus grain and hold it as a hedge against future 
poor crops and shortages: Part of the surplus might be 
assigned to a proposed new interna tioml food reserve. 


But this government grain reserve can oe instituted 
without going back to a farm programof crop sidbaidies 
and acreage limitations which proved so disastrous 
in thopsf.

SSI BENEFITS FOR 
ALIENS 
According to a report from 
Washington, 
many 
aliens 


coming into this country are 
collecting 
Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) benefits- 
• up to $188 a month for in­ 
dividuals and $252 for couples - 
after spending lonly 30 days in 
the United States. They are not 
American citizens and haven’t 
paid any taxes. In fact, many of 
them came - and still are 
coming •• to this country with the 
sole purpose in mind to collect 
SSI benefits. 


How widespread has this 
practice become? A sample 
study of the SSI program 
nationwide indicates that about 
4 per cent of all SSI ap­ 
plicants 
are 
legal 
aliens. It’s estimated they 
may be collecting more than a 
half-billion dollars. 
No one 
knows for sure, because Social 
Security records do not even 
indicate whether recipients are 
aliens or citizens. 
It’s true that aliens are 
required by law to be financially 
responsible for being admitted 
to this country. Each alien must 
have a sponsor, who signs an 
affidavit "assuring the United 
States government that the 
person(s) 
(being sponsored) 
will not become public charges 
of thé United States.” But even 
with the affidavit, there are 
loopholes. Court rulings have set 
them aside as not legally bin­ 
ding, and the definition of 
"public charges" has been so 
narrowed as to exempt those 
collecting SSI benefits. That, 
combined with the law per­ 
mitting aliens to collect those 
benefits, makes for a loophole 
large enough to drive a truck 
through

After the President’s energy 
package moved through the 
House, 
its ultímate effects 
became clearer. One effect is to 
generate windfall taxes for the 
government by levying tariffs 
on domestic oil and gas. The 
proceeds can then be used to 
build an energy bureaucracy 
that costs more than Saudi 
Arabian oil, and to dispense 
favors to supporters through tax 
and welfare “reform." 


The second effect will be to 
redistribute wealth from the 
South and West to the Northeast 
and some of the Midwest. 
Industry is to be required to use 
scrubbers with either high or 
low-sulphur coal, so that high- 
sulphur coal from the East will 
be a better buy than low-sulphur 
coal from the West.

Soon, the 
American people will realize 
that the blatant favoritism of the 
energy bill is in any sense an 
"equal sacrifice” - unless the 
Senate corrects the bill’s 
politics.

I should have had some 
suspicions, even in those days, 
that several of my colleagues 
were working for somebody

One American friend was 
living in an 18-room villa in 
Vienna, with three servants and 
a chauffeur.

WASHINGTON (AP) — An environmental group is charging 
that a manufacturer of children’s sleepwear has replaced a 
government-banned chemical with one that also is unsafe. 
The Environmental Defense Fund on Monday identified the 
substitute chemical as Fyrol FR-2. Officials said the substance 
poses cancer risks similar to those of Tris, the flameretardant 
that was banned by the Consumer Product Safety Commission in 
April. 
"It is inexcusable that the commission has permitted the 
children’s sleepwear industry to phase out the use of one haz­ 
ardous chemical, Tris, only to subsitute another, Fyrol FR-2, that 
majr be hazardous,” said Robert Harris, a spokesman for the 
group. 
Harris said inadequate testing by the manufacturer of the 
substance, Stauffer Chemical Co., "misled the fabric and apparel 
industry into believing that Fyrol FR-2 was a safe alternative to 
Tris.’’ 
But a spokesman for Stauffer said the charge was a “bum 
rap.” He said the firm voluntarily removed the chemical from 
the market last spring. A spokesman for the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission confirmed that. 


Pledge pleases IMF nations 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter’s pledge to resist 
imposing trade restrictions on imports, despite a huge U.S. trade 
deficit, is expected to prompt a collective sigh of relief from other 
nations. 
Carter told a joint meeting Monday of the International 
Monetary Fund and World Bank that he is "firmly committed to 
policies to promote freer and wider trade without the deleterious 
consequences of protectionism. ” 
He made his pledge only a few hours after the U.S. Commerce 
Department announced a $2.7 billion trade deficit for August, the 
second largest monthly deficit on record. The nation likely will 
end the year with a total deficit of about $25 billion, which would 
be a record. 
Concern has been widespread among member nations that the 
Carter administration might succumb to domestic pressures 
from labor and industry to impose restrictions against imports of 
some goods to protect U.S. industry and jobs. 


Overdrafts not uncommon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Nearly two-thirds of the banks ex­ 
amined in a new government survey allow their directors and 
other insiders to write interest-free overdrafts on their accounts. 
Bert Lance, who last week resigned under fire as director of the 
Office of Management and Budget, had been criticized for 
writing similar overdrafts at the Georgia bank he operated. 
The survey, made by examiners of the Federal Deposit In­ 
surance Corp., also shows that the dollar volume of the over­ 
drafts by insiders was less than 1 per cent of the total overdrafts 
allowed to all depositors in the 189 banks examined. 
The results of the FDIC survey, conducted during the week of 
Sept. 12. were reported Monday to the Senate Banking Com­ 
mittee, which is considering laws to tighten federal regulation of 
banks. 
House moves up abortion vote 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House is deciding whether tax­ 
payers should pay for abortions for poor women who are the 
victims of rape or incest or whose doctors say they need the 
surgery. 
Today’s vote is on a Senate proposal that is less restricted than 
the House stand limiting federal aid to cases in which a woman’s 
life is in danger. 
Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill had earlier forecast a decision 
Friday but speeded up the vote in the face of pressure from the 
Senate leadership and 70 fellow mem bers of the House. 
The abortion impasse has blocked final congressional approval 
of a $10.2-billion appropriation for the departments of Labor and 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
Without the congressional action, the two agencies would run 
out of money Friday, the end of the fiscal year. A resolution to 
continue spending at present levels would then be needed for 
payrolls to be met.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — A significant new battle appears 
to be looming in the institutional power struggle between the 
White House and Congress that has fritted is long as the 
Republic itself. 
President Carter, irked by what be sees as usurpation of ex­ 
ecutive branch authority, is weighing a challenge to the grow­ 
ing congressional tendency to assert control over enforcement 
of laws as well as their enactment. 
At issue is the “legislative veto,” a device Congress has 
employed at mi ever-accelerating rate over the past decade in 
an effort to insure that executive agencies carry out the in­ 
tent of a law even when they don’t happen to agree with it, as 
was often the case under Presidents Nixon and Ford. 
In its most common form, it is a provirion attached to a bill 
that gives either bouse of Congress, or in some cases a single 
committee, the right to veto any regulations promulgated by 
an executive agency to enforce the law in question. 
The legislative veto is not a new creation. The first one 
dates hack to a government reorganisation act of 1332 But un­ 
til recent years, it was a tool that was used only sparii^ly by 
Congress. More than half of the laws containing such a provi­ 
sion have been enacted since 190. 
The election of a Democratic president has done nothing to 
dampen congressional enthusiasm for the legislative veto. In 
fact, the leading advocate of the device is a longtime Carter 
friend and supporter, Rep. Elliott Levitas. D-Ga. 
Levitas is the chief sponsor of pending legislation that would 
give either house of Congress the power to veto any regulation 
promulgated henceforth by an executive agency. His bill very 
nearly passed the House last year, falling just two votes shy of 
the two-thirds majority needed when it was brought up in the 
final days of the session under a suspension of the rules. Near­ 
ly half the House members have signed on as cosponsors this 
year. 
Carter, at a recent cabinet meeting, expressed grave con­ 
cern about the constitutionality of the legislative veto, which 
has always been disputed by the Justice Department. He also 
brooded about the political implications of giving Congress the 
right to second-guess executive branch decisions, according to 
sources who attended the meeting. 
At Carter’s direction, White House counsel Robert Lipshutz 
is now directing an administration review of all existing and 
proposed laws which contain some form of legislative veto. 
“We want to figure out some way of resolving this 
peaceably.“ said a Justice Department official involved in the 
review

A large number of people spoke to me about the 
Panama 
when I visited 27 communities during the 
August Congressional recess. In addition, my office has 
received several thousand letters on this subject. On the 
basis of this reaction. I realize my position in favor of the 
Panama Canal treaties is not a popular one. I want you to 
know that I reached this decision only after considerable 
thought and I remain deeply mindful of your continuing 
concern. 1 would like to share with you my thoughts about 
this most important issue, because there are so many 
misconceptions about the treaties. 
There are really two treaties: (1) a treaty guaranteeing 
the permanent neutrality of the Canal and guaranteeing 
our right to use the Canal forever, and (2) a treaty which 
provides for the gradual assumption of the Canal's 
operation by Panama by the year 2000. 
I believe that these treaties, which are actively 
supported by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, are both politically 
and militarily advantageous to the United States and will 
enhance our main interests in the Canal itself. 
Former American Presidents of both political parties 
have supported the need for a new treaty. These new 
treaties have been negotiated through a very lengthy, 
bipartisan process. Rejection of them now would severely 
cripple the President’s ability to conduct this nation’Sj 
foreign policy. Our fundamental interest in the Canal is t 
keep ft open, safe and efficient for American shipping. At 
present, this country's political and military leaders! 
believe that our ability to protect our interests through the) 
existing arrangements is in serious doubt. 
The Canal b extremely vulnerable to attack and 
sabotage. Hie Joint Chiefs of Staff have estimated that at 
least 100,000 American troops would be required t 
defend the Canal against a hostile Panamanian! 
population. Because of the geography and construction oi 
tiie locks, one saboteur acting alone could easily crippl 
the Canal. Thu vulnerability makes cooperation of th 
government and people of Panama vital to protecting U.S. 
interests. 
None of the aid to Panama which b part of th 
agreement will be at the cost of the American taxpayer 
The additional economic support will be derived fro 
Canal tolls and loan guarantee and credit programs whic! 
do not involve a grant of American tax dollars. Some o 
the assistance, such as S200 million in Export-Im 
Bank credits, will actually produce increased Panamania 
purchases from U.S. industry, thereby also benefiting ou 
economy. Thu aid will provide a more stable econom 
environment in Panama which will hdp further th 
security of the Canal. 
Militarily, we should not depend on the Cana 
because it is so extremely vulnerable to blockage. Our 1 
largest aircraft carriers are too large to navigate it 
Indeed, in emergency situations, we now rely more o 
massive airlifts of personnel and equipment rather tha 
employing slow moving ships. 
No international relationship negotiated more th 
70 years ago can be expected to last forever wit 
adjustment. These proposed new treaties will. I bet 
protect our rights, provide the crucial ingredient 
Panamanian consent and strengthen our mutual interest' 
in a well-run and secure Canal.

Mitt Barnes 
Kennett native trains 
and manages future 
heavyweight contender

Leon Spinks' manager and trainer says that his 
pupil will be heavyweight champion of the world 
within two years, and maybe sooner. 
“Give him a year and a half-two years at the 
moat,» said Millard “Mitt” Barnes, who has 
trained the eldest of boxing’s Spinks brothers 
since the fighter was was 16 years old. 
Barnes passed through Sikeston Saturday 
evening with his buddy Roy Howard, who is 
father of Cardinal baseball scout Gary Howard 
of Sikeston. He visited the Daily Standard office 
and talked about Spinks’ future in the ring. 
“He can go all the way,” said Mitt in 
assesment of Spinks’ potential as a fighter. He 
labeled experience as the only major tool that 
the ex-Marine from St. Louis lacks to be a major 
contender today. And that, Mid Barnes, will 
come 
Barnes, who hails originally from Kennett but 
has lived in St. Louis since World War II, has 
over 30 years experience in training boxers- 
enough to know a good prospect when he sees 
one. 
“Leon came to me when he was 16," recalled 
Mitt, who has owned and operated a boxing club 
in St. Louis for the past 30 years. “ He told me he 
wanted to make the Olympics, but he needed 
experience.” 
It didn’t take long for Barnes to know that he 
had something special on his hands. “I told him 
he had what it takes He had that fighter's in­ 
stinct.” 
Barnes and fellow trainer Henry Chuchollek 
worked together polishing the raw talent and 
power that lay in Spinks’ impressive black body. 
Before long, Spinks was the main event on the 
card in every amateur boxing club he fought in. 
“We couldn’t get anybody that would fight him 
in St. Louis,” Barnes Mid about Spinks’ im­ 
pressive beginnings in the fight game. He fought 
in Golden Gloves competition and in the AAU 
program, where he compiled a 112-1 record over 
a three-year period. The loss was a controversial 
one which Mitt Barnes related with a tone of 
bitterness. 
“John Hollis (president of AAU boxing in St. 
Louis) didn’t like Leon because be was the 
hottest fighter around and he couldn’t get his 
contract,” said Barnes. Hollis refereed a bout 


between Spinks and D.C. Barker, and he stopped 
the fight in the first round, awarding Barker a 
technical knockout, even though Spinks was 
never knocked down or cut. “He (Barker) barely 
tapped him,” remembered Barnes 
After a while, it became difficult to get any 
competition anywhere that was willing or 
capable of staying in the ring with the light- 
heavyweight. To get more fights and boxing 
experience, Spinks enlisted in the Marines in 
1974. He fought his first Marine fight the 
weekend after his induction. 
Spinks went 
undefeated throughout the 
Olympic trials and went on to breeze to the gold 
medal at Montreal last summer. Brother Mike 
did too, and both were signed as professionals by 
Barnes The younger Spinks is no longer under 
contract to Barnes, however. 
So far in his young pro career, Leon has carded 
a 5-0 record, good enough for him to be ranked by 
the World Boxing Association as the 15th best 
heavyweight in the world. Barnes feels that his 
fighter should be ranked much higher. 
Mitt says that biggest problem facing Spinks is 
his inability to book quality opponents for the 
fighter “You could put all his pro fights together 
and they couldn’t make one good one,” com­ 
plained Barnes, who Mid that Spinks doesn’t 
learn anything about fighting when he goes 
against an easy opponent. “ I'd rather he fought 
somebody good, even though he might get beat, 
because he’d learn something.” 
Barnes cited the ability to cover up as one of 
the finer points of the game that Leon hasn't 
learned yet, basically because of his lack of 
quality opponents. “Lera’s got the power to put 
Nortra or Young out today,” M id Barnes, “if 
he could get through to them. Those guys know 
how to cover up.” 
Barnes is negotiating to schedule a fight at Las 
Vegas October 22 against an unknown opponent, 
if Spinks’ doctor pronounces him as fit to com­ 
pete. A thumb in the eye recently gave the 
heavyweight vision problems that are expected 
to be cleared up. If Spinks doesn't fight on that 
night, Barnes promised that he would be right 
here in Sikeston, talking to fans about boxing at 
the Amateur Baseball Hall of Fame banquet. 
Who will be Spinks’ biggest obstacle to the 
title? Barnes didn’t My, but expressed con­ 
fidence that it wouldn’t be Muhammad Ali. “He 
(Ali) won't be around bv then ”

WASHINGTON, D.C. - A bill 
was reported out of the Finance 
Committee last week with the 
support of Sen. Jack Danforth 
that may prevent a scheduled 
reduction of Medicaid payments 
to Missouri. 
Missouri and 19 other states 
were notified on June 8 that 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare planned 
to reduce their Medicaid 
payments because they had not 
fully complied with stringent 
requirements for independent 
medical review of Medicaid 
patients in skilled nursing and 
immediate care facilities. 
Missouri had een scheduled to 
lose 81.4 million. 
HEW 
Secretary 
Joseph 
Califano Jr. Acknowledged that 
the requirements were in­ 


flexible and overly burdensome, 
but said he was required by law 
to 
reduce 
the 
Medicaid 
payments. 
Congress 
moved 
quickly 
after 
the 
HEW 
pronouncement to enact a bill, 
cosponsored by Danforth, which 
delayed the effective date of the 
reductions for a three-month 
period. The three month delay 
gave the Finance Committee 
time to modify the restrictive 
requirements. 
In addition to waiving the 
scheduled reductions, S. 143 
provides that reductions shall 
only be applicable in proportion 
to the numbers of patients not 
reviewed relative to all patients. 
“The present law does not di­ 
fferentiate between significant 
and minor non-compliance,” 
Danforth 
explained. 
“ For 
example, in Missouri, 173 of 229 


facilities had been reviewed. In 
Kansas, 13 out of 385 facilities 
had not been reviewed in time. 
The provision accepted by the 
committee would provide in 
these instances, only a portion of 
the monies-not the entire 
amount- would be withheld. I 
Think this is a fair compromise.” 
Under provisons of S. 143, the 
Secretary 
also 
would 
be 
authorized to waive reduction 
where 
non-compliance 
is 
technical or due to cir­ 
cumstances beyond a state’s 
control. 
“I am hopeful that the Senate 
will act on S. 143 prior to Oct. 1, 
when the Medicaid cuts are 
scheduled to be made. If the 
reductions 
are not halted, 
payments would be stopped on 
behalf of '10,500 individuals," 
Danforth said. 


Drawing blood a problem

1 DEAR DR. LAMB — I am 
I ashamed to complain about 
| what is routinely a painless, 
quick and easy process of 
drawing blood, but it isn’t true 
in my case. 
Twice a year for six years I 
have endured painful and 
always futile efforts of two 
supposedly 
trained 
technicians trying to get blood 
for thyroid and potassium 
tests. Finally, the doctor has 
to do it himself, using veins 
other than those inside my 
elbows. By that time I am a 
nervous wreck. 
It never gets any better. Is 
there a solution for me? 
DEAR READER - Veins 
that have been used frequent­ 
ly often scar or undergo so 
much thickening and inflam­ 
mation that they are no longer 
useful. In the course of time 
the inflammation subsides 
and some of them open again, 
but some never do. When a 
vein undergoes these changes 
blood has to be drawn from 
some other location. In severe 
problems when drawing blood 
or inserting a needle to supply 
fluids or medicine is essential 
it may be necessary to do a 
“cut down,” meaning cutting 
the skin and surgically expos­ 
ing the vein to be used. 
The pain of a needle punc­ 
ture can be minimixed or 
abolished by spraying the skin 
with one of the coolants that 


evaporate, on the skin and 
deadens the sensation 
momentarily in that area. The 
veins can be made more 
prominent by using a blood 
pressure cuff around the up­ 
per arm rather than just a 
piece of rubber tubing. The 
pressure on the cuff can be 
adjusted high enough to im­ 
pede flow »rough the veins, 
causing them to stand out but 
not high enough to block the 
arterial flow into the arm. 
Warm soaks over the skin also 
helps in some cases. 
Despite all of these efforts 
if a vein is scarred or 
obstructed it is not likely that 
anyone will be successful us­ 
ing that vein. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - Is 
there a home remedy you can 
take that will prevent the for­ 
mation of kidney stones? I 
have heard that one teaspoon 
of honey with a tablespoon of 


The increased urine now 
should be maintained evenly 
over the 24 hour period. That 
means drinking water around 
the clock and a reasonable 
amount before going to bed. 
Specifically using vinegar 
or noney will not prevent a 
kidney stone. Depending upon 
the type of stone — what it is 
made of — the doctor may 
wish to give medicine to 
acidify the urine. Beer is 
worse than useless. It con­ 
tains oxalate which is often a 
factor in the formation of 
some types of kidney stones.

DEAR READER - The 
best borne remedy in the 
world for kidney stones is to 
drink enough water. Because 
sweating and other factors 
affect how much water you 
need the rule is to drink 
enough liquids to form two 
liters (about two quarts) and 
even better, three quarts of 
urine a day.

NEW YORK (AP) - The Na­ 
tional News Council has upheld 
complaints against The Associ­ 
ated Press and United Press 
International that errors in 
news stories went uncorrected. 
The complaint against The 
AP was filed in connection with 
coverage of recent demonstra­ 
tions at Kent State University. 
The complaint against UPI was 
over the news agency's report­ 
ing of a hearing on drugs be­ 
fore the U.S. Senate. 
The AP and UPI both were 
cleared in two other cases re­ 
lated to coverage of the Kent 
State protests. 
The council also scheduled an 
Oct. 19 hearing into a dispute 
that led to the resignation of 
two editors of Panax Corp., a 
Michigan-based 
newspaper 
chain. The council denounced 
Panax last July in connection 
with the same matter. 
The council also adopted a 
statement denouncing the So­ 
viet Union's expulsion of AP 
Moscow correspondent George 
Krimsky, but opposed any re­ 
taliatory expulsion from this 
country of a Soviet newsman, 
an action which was taken. 
The 18-member courfcil exam­ 
ines 
complaints 
about 
in­ 
accuracy or unfairness in news 
coverage, or unethical conduct 
by a news organization. It has 
no enforcement powers and its 
findings 
are 
not 
binding. 
Founded in 1973, it is an inde­ 
pendent, nonprofit, voluntary 
organization. 
The council dismissed a dual 


complaint by Arthur Krause of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., father of one 
of the students killed in 1970 
during campus démonstrations 
at Kent State. Krause com­ 
plained that he was incorrectly 
listed by both AP and UPI as 
among those arrested in new 
demonstrations there last July. 
In dismissing Krause’s com­ 
plaint, the council pointed out 
that both news agencies cor­ 
rected their stories when they 
discovered the errors, The AP 
within two hours after its story 
appeared and UPI later the 
same day. 
Krause also complained that 
AP transmitted to its members 
a picture which purported to 
show Martin Scheuer, whose 
daughter was killed at Kent 
State in 1970, when actually the 
subject was Albert Canfora, fa­ 
ther of a wounded Kent State 
student. 
The council noted that The 
AP substituted a correct photo 
caption within five hours, as 
soon as it learned of the error.

CB training program 
proposed for schools

Although a CB license appli 
cant must certify he has a copy 
of

Commission regulations, no test 
of his knowledge is required 
Indeed, some CBers wonder 
whether the rules are even 
read 
But Arlan VanDoorn, deputy 
chief of the FCC's Safety and 
Special Radio Services Bureau, 
reports "a lot of demand for an 
official FCC educational pack­ 
age” including one that could 
be combined with high school 
driver education programs 
A task force of the FCC’s 
Personal User Radio Advisory 
Committee — PURAC — has 
come up with just such a pro 
gram, ’’designed, focused and 
directed toward teaching young 
people.” 
“These people, for the most 
part, do not have outside re­ 
sponsibilities and are attending 
school full time," says the task 


force report submitted PURAC 
consideration next month. 
“ Therefore, 
if 
educational 
credits were offered for a CB 
training course, these people 
would be much more likely 
»than their elders) to take it.” 
If accepted by PURAC, the 
report would be submitted for 
FCC consideration 
The report says older per­ 
sons, "trying to make a living 
and-or raise a family ... have 
little time or incentive to attend 
classes for any type of CB 
course ... 
“ We do not believe,” it con­ 
tinues, ‘‘anyone or any organ­ 
ization can entice the general 
nonschool-going public to attend 
a school on any subject. 
The proposed program would 
include six regular sessions and 
two optional advanced ones. 
The first would include an in­ 
troduction to CB radio, licens­ 
ing requirements and an ex­ 
planation of the FCC and its CB 
rules and regulations. 
Session No 
2 would teach 
methods of installing and safely 
using CB radios. Subsequent 
topics would be proper CB use, 
and 
the 
operation of radio 
transceivers, antennas, and ac­ 
cessories and test equipment. 
The optional sessions would 
involve discussions of noise and 
interference and ways to best 
utilize the CB system.

No. 505 was a real go-getter. 
No. 505 earned $11,100 from 
the FBI in 1973 and a total of 
$46,383 over seven years ending 
in 1976. 
What did the FBI get from 
No. 505 to warrant the pay­ 
ments? “Approximately 55 leaf­ 
lets and pamphlets regarding 
Socialist Workers Party activi­ 
ties, approximately 36 SWP 
newsletters," financial state­ 
ments, membership lists and 
schedules of party activities. 
On the other hand, Informer 
No. 28 apparently told the FBI 
hardly anything it wanted to 
know about this small Trot 
skyite political party. No. 28 re­ 
ceived only a single $5-payment 
in 1966. 
Those details emerged from 
FBI documents made public 
Tuesday by the Political Rights 
Defense Fund, which is financ­ 
ing the party's multimillion-dol- 
lar lawsuit accusing the FBI of 
illegal 
harassment and 
dis­ 
ruption of legitimate political 
activities. 
During the course of the four- 
year lawsuit, lawyers asked the 
FBI for details about money 
paid to informers to spy on the 
party. The FBI was required to 
provide the information in a 
procedure wjnch allowed the in­ 
formers to be designated by 
code numbers to protect their 
identities. 
The documents show that the 
FBI paid more than $1.6 million 
during a 16-year period to 301 
informers who joined the party 
or its affiliate, the Young So­ 
cialist Alliance, as a way of 
gaining more information about 
party activities. 
The bureau has acknowledg­ 
ed having 309 informers who 
were members of one group or 
the other, and the documents 
show that all but eight of them 
were paid. 
The FBI has acknowledged 
that more than 1,000 other in­ 
formers spied on the party 
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without joining it. The bureau 
has remained silent about mon­ 
ey paid to those informers. 
Informer No. 505, according 
to the documents, was the high­ 
est-paid of the list of 301 in­ 
formers and earned the most in 
a single year. No. 505’s annual 
earnings from the bureau be­ 
gan with about $3,500 in 1970, 
tne year he began working, and 
rose to the high of $11,100 in 
1973. His earnings dropped to 
$2,800 last year. 
The records show that the 
other informers usually were 
paid from $2,000 to $5,000 an­ 
nually for several years. AH of 
the payments were in cash. 
Other FBI files, released in 
the course of the lawsuit, have 
described bureau efforts to en­ 
courage informers to sow dis­ 
sension among party members, 
stir up factional disputes and 
use a variety of tactics to dis­ 
rupt party activities. 
After investigating the party 
for 38 years, the FBI last Sep­ 
tember closed the case to com­ 
ply with new Justice Depart­ 
ment guidelines restricting in­ 
telligence-gathering 
activities 
against domestic political or­ 
ganizations.

Flash floods kill 
Springfield coed 


SPRINGFIELD. Mo. (AP) - 
Flash floods swept through the 
Springfield area during the 
night, killing a college coed, 
trapping motorists in their cars 
and forcing evacuations. 
The flooding occurred exactly 
two weeks after flash floods hit 
the Kansas City area, killing 25 
and causing millions of dollars 
m property damage. 
Official rainfall at Springfield 
was 2 inches, but rain gauges 
in some parts of the city 
recorded up to 44 inches. 
The National Weather Service 
said the storm system had 
moved eastward out of the 
Springfield area by midmorn­ 
ing, and a flash flood watch 
was canceled. The weather 
service said a flash flood watch 
for extreme southeastern Mis­ 
souri would continue through 
the afternoon. 
The heavy storm developed 
in the Springfield area about 11 
p m., flooding streets, knocking 
out power and sending water 
into some buildings, including 
the emergency room of Cox 
Medical Center. 
Much of the high water had 
receded or had been pumped 
out of buildings by daybreak, 
but some streets and roads re­ 
mained closed to traffic, in­

FEWER TEENS FOR 
MORE JOBS? 


Teen-age unemployment is one problem that may 
solve itself. At least, it promises to be less severe with the 
passage of time. 


All the Americans wno win De teen-agers through the 
remainder of this decade and the next have already been 
born, so we know by simple arithmetic almost exactly 
how many there will be in any given age group in any 
given year. And in each group, the numbers will fall. 


U.S. Census Bureau projections tor tfte 16 to 19 age 
bracket, for example, would describe a symmetrical 
mountain if plotted on a graph: 


Ten years ago there were 14.2 million in this age group, 
five years ago 15.9 million and today 17 million But in 
the next five years the number will fall to 15.8 million and 
in 10 years be back down to 14.4 million. 


According to the U.S. Labor Department, this critical 
age group accounted for 23 per cent of the 6.7 million 
Americans reported to be unemployed in July. 


No one can say what the economic situation will be five 
or 10 years from now. but it is possible that the problem 
then will not be teen-age unemployment but a surplus of 
job6 looking for teen-agers 


All is not entirely rosy, however. For one thing, all the 
projected decline in the teen-age population will take 
place among whites. The number of nonwhite teen-agers 
of working age is 2.6 million today and 10 years from now 
it will still be 2.6 million It is among nonwhite teen-agers 
that unemployment is most severe 


Also, an optimistic outlook for the teen-ager of 1987 is 
no help to the unskilled, untrained, unemployed and often 
unemployable teen-ager of 1977. 


He and his millions of cohorts will continue to move 
down the years like a large lump in the nation’s 
population profile. 


Or more vividly, like a large question mark regarding 
this country’s capability of providing fruitful work for all 
its citizens.

Meanwhile, the Agriculture Department announced 
the other day that no wheat farmer will qualify for the 
subsidy unless he agrees to reduce his wheat acreage by 
20 per cent next year. A 10 per cent reduction may be 
imposed on com and other feed grains 


This may be good news in the Farm Belt, where three 
years of bumper crops and declining prices have hurt 
some farmers financially But it’s bad news for con 
sumbers, who’ll end up paying more for food at the 
neighborhood grocery, 


Almost without fail, cutting production raises pnces If 
the cuts are too deep — and the weather turns sour — we 
could soon be facing a worldwide grain shortage and 
soaring prices again. 


Both the Treasury Department and the President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers are afraid the grow less 
program may be inflationary And their fears are well 
founded. 


For there simply is no reliable way a group of experts 
in Washington can decide how much a farmer should 
grow, and how much he should be paid, without 
disrupting the normal balances that tend to keep prices 
in check. 


One administration proposal that does seem to make 
sense is a plan to have the government buy up 30 million 
tons of surplus grain and hold it as a hedge against future 
poor crops and shortages Part of the surplus might he 
assigned to a proposed new international food reserve.

highly if energy costs were the 
same for all. Since exceptions to 
the taxes and bans will be 
granted on a case-by-case basis, 
the opportunity for corruption is 
enormous 


Congress actually seems to 
believe that its mission is to 
impose additional hardships on 
top of those already imposed by 
OPEC governments. Soon, the 
American people will realize 
that the blatant favoritism of the 
energy bill is in any sense an 
“equal sacrifice" - unless the 
Senate corrects the bill's 
politics.

WASHINGTON <NEA> — A significant new battle appear« 
to be looming in the institutional power struggle between the 
White House and Congress that has existed as long as the 
Republic itself 
President Carter irked by what he sees as usurpation of ex­ 
ecutive branch authority, is weighing a challenge to the grow­ 
ing congressional tendency to assert control over enforcement 
of laws as well as their enactment 
At issue is the “legislative veto,” a device Congress has 
employed at an ever-accelerating rate over the past decade in 
an effort to insure that executive agencies carry out the in­ 
tent of a law even when they don't happen to agree with it, as 
was often the case under Presidents Nixon and Ford 
In its most common form, it is a provision attached to a bill 
that gives either house of Congress, or in some cases a single 
committee the right to veto any regulations promulgated bv 
an executive agency to enforce the law in question 
The legislative veto is not a new creation The first one 
dates back to a government reorganization act of 1932 But un­ 
til recent years it was a tool that was used only sparingly by 
Congress More than half of the laws containing such a prov i­ 
sion have been enacted since 1969 
The election of a Democratic president has done nothing to 
dampen congressional enthusiasm for the legislative veto In 
fact the leading advocate of the device is a longtime Carter 
friend and supporter Rep Elliott Levitas D-Ga 
Levius is the chief sponsor of pending legislation that would 
give either house of Congress the power to veto any regulation 
promulgated henceforth by an executive agency His bill very 
nearly passed the House last year, falling just two votes shy of 
the two-thirds majority needed when it was brought up in the 
final days of the session under a suspension of the rules Near­ 
ly half the House members have signed on as cosponsors this 
year 
Carter at a recent cabinet meeting, expressed grave con 
cera about the constitutionality of the legislative veto which 
has always been disputed by the Justice Department He also 
brooded about the political implications of giving Congress the 
nghi to second-guess executive branch decisions according to 
sources who attended the meeting 
At Carter s direction. White House counsel Robert Lipshuu 
is now directing an administration review of all existing and 
proposed laws which contain some form of legislative veto 
We want to figure out some way of resolving this 
peaceably, said a Justice Department official involved in the 
review “We don't want to declare war on Congress ** 
Carter s opposition to the legislative veto, while traditional 
for a chief executive, is a touch awkward for a president who 
places so much emphasis on making the federal bureaucraci 
more responsive to the people 
As Levitas notes regulations issued by executive agencies 
carry the full force of law but those who draft such rules are 
not accountable to the voters .Members of Congress who take 
the political heat for unpopular federal regulations cannot 
correct abuses without going through the entire cumbersome 
process of rewriting the basic law in question unless a 
mechanism like the legislative veto is available 
The real value of the legislative veto.*' the Georgia 
Democrat said * is that it sensitises the bureaucracy Those 
guys downtown will be a lot more careful about how they write 
regulations if they know Congress is looking over their

PANAMA CANAL 


A large number of people spoke to me about the 
Panama Canal when I visited 27 communities during the 
August Congressional recess. In addition, my office has 
received several thousand letters on this subject. On the 
basis of this reaction. 1 realize my position in favor of the 
Panama Canal treaties is not a popular one. I want you to 
know that 1 reached this decision only after considerable 
thought and 1 remain deeply mindful of your continuing 
concern. I would like to share with you my thoughts about 
this most important issue, because there are so many 
misconceptions about the treaties. 
There are really two treaties: (1) a treaty guaranteeing 
the permanent neutrality of the Canal and guaranteeing 
our right to use the Canal forever; and (2) a treaty which 
provides for the gradual assumption of the Canal’s 
operation by Panama by the year 2000. 
1 believe that these treaties, which are actively 
supported by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, are both politically 
and militarily advantageous to the United States and will 
enhance our main interests in the Canal itself. 
Former American Presidents of both political parties 
have supported the need for a new treaty. These new 
treaties have been negotiated through a very lengthy, 
bipartisan process. Rejection of them now would severely 
cripple the President’s ability to conduct this nation's 
foreign policy. Our fundamental interest in the Canal is to 
keep it open, safe and efficient for American shipping. At 
present, this country’s political and military leaders 
believe that our ability to protect our interests through the 
existing arrangements is in serious doubt. 
The Canal is extremely vulnerable to attack and 
sabotage. The Joint Chiefs of Staff have estimated that at 
least 100.000 American troops would be required 
defend 
the 
Canal 
against 
a 
hostile 
Panamanian 
population. Because of the geography and construction of 
the locks, one saboteur acting alone could easily cripple 
the Canal. This vulnerability makes cooperation of the 
government and people of Panama vital to protecting L' .S 
interests. 
None of the aid to Panama which is part of th< 
agreement will be at the cost of the American taxpayer 
The additional economic support will be derived from 
Canal tolls and loan guarantee and credit programs w hich 
do not involve a grant of American tax dollars. Some o 
the assistance, such as S200 million in Export-Import 
Bank credits, will actually produce increased Panamanian 
purchases from U.S. industry, thereby also benefiting ou 
economy. This aid will provide a more stable economic 
environment in Panama which will help further th 
security of the Canal 
Militarily, we should not depend on the Canal 
because it is so extremely vulnerable to blockage. Our 1 
largest aircraft carriers are too large to navigate it. 
Indeed, in emergency situations, we now rely more oi 
massive airlifts of personnel and equipment rather tha 
employing slow moving ships. 
No international relationship negotiated more th am 
70 years ago can be expected to last forever withotM 
adjustment. These proposed new treaties will. I believe, 
protect our rights, provide the crucial ingredient <>f 
Panamanian consent and strengthen our mutual interest 
in a well-run and secure Canal. I assure you. however, that 
I will continue to review the texts of the two treaties and 
other supplementary documents very carefully and to 
follow closely the Senate hearings on them If unexpected 
problems are discovered, members of the Senate should be 
prepared to discuss them w ith the President immedtAtely

‘The Kid’ kills Cardinals 


Mitt Barnes 
Kennett native trains 
and manages future 
heavyweight contender

Leon Spinks manager and trainer says that his 
pupil will be heavyweight champion of the world 
within two years, and maybe sooner 
“Give him a year and a half -two years at the

DEAR DR. LAMB — I am 
ashamed to complain about 
what is routinely a painless, 
quick and easy process of 
drawing blood, but it isn't true 
in my case 
Twice a year for six years 1 
have endured painful and 
always futile efforts of two 
su p p o s e d ly 
tr a in e d 
technicians trying to get blood 
for thyroid and potassium 
tests. Finally, the doctor has 
to do it himself, using veins 
other than those inside my 
elbows By that time I am a 
nervous wreck 
It never gets any better Is 
there a solution for m e0 
DEAR READER — Veins 
that have been used frequent­ 
ly often scar or undergo so 
much thickening and inflam­ 
mation that they are no longer 
useful In the course of time 
the inflammation subsides 
and some of them open again, 
but some never do When a 
vein undergoes these changes 
blood has to be drawn from 
some other location In severe 
problems when drawing blood 
or inserting a needle to supply 
fluids or medicine is essential 
it may be necessary to do a 
“cut down,” meaning cutting 
the skin and surgically expos 
ing the vein to be used 
Hie pain of a needle punc­ 
ture can be minimized or 
abolished by spraying the skin 
with one of the coolants that 


evaporate, on the skin and 
d e a d e n s 
th e 
s e n s a tio n 
momentarily in that area The 
veins can be made more 
prominent by using a blood 
pressure cuff around the up­ 
per arm rather than just a 
piece of rubber tubing The 
pressure on the cuff can be 
adjusted high enough to im­ 
pede flow through the veins, 
causing them to stand out but 
not high enough to block the 
arterial flow into the arm 
Warm soaks over the skin also 
helps in some cases 
Despite all of these efforts 
if a vein is sc a rre d or 
obstructed it is not likely that 
anyone will be successful us­ 
ing that vein 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Is 
there a home remedy you can 
take that will prevent the for­ 
mation of kianey stones'* I 
have heard that one teaspoon 
of honey with a tablespoon of 
vinegar daily would do this or 
a can of beer daily was 
recommended by a doctor My 
husband has had surgery for 
kidney stones. 
DEAR READER - The 
best home remedy in the 
world for kidney stones is to 
drink enough water. Because 
sweating and other factors 
affect how much water you 
need the rule is to drink 
enough liquids to form two 
liters (about two quarts) and 
even better, three quarts of 
urine a day 


The increased urine now 
should be maintained evenly 
over the 24 hour period That 
means drinking water around 
the clock and a reasonable 
amount before going to bed 
Specifically using vinegar 
or honey will not prevent a 
kidney stone Depending upon 
the type of stone — what it is 
made of — the doctor may 
wish to give medicine to 
acidify the urine 
Beer is 
worse than useless It con­ 
tains oxalate which is often a 
factor in the formation of 
some types of kidney stones
